Toxt of the Lesson, Neh. vi, 1-12, 
Memory Verse, 11—Golden Text, Ps, 
xxvii, 1—Commentary Propared by 
Rey.

Chapter v tells of a great wrong 
among the Jews themselves, for some 
were holding mortgages on the lands 
and houses of their poorer brethren 
and lending money at a high rate, 
while for twelve years Nebemiah as 
governor had refused to be charge- 
able to the people or to take any 
thing from them. On the contrary, he 
| fed at his own table 150 Jews and 
rulers besides those who came from 
| the nations about them, and all this at 
| his own expense. 
| Chapter vi Is a record of his enemies 
from without who earnestly sought to 
do him personal harm. First they 
thought to do him mischief by enticing 
him to meet them in one of the. vil- 
lages in the plain of Ono, It is ever 
true that the wicked plotteth against 
the just, watcheth the righteous and 
seeketh to slay him (Ps. xxxvii, 12, 82). 
But the Lord shall laugh at him, for 
He seeth that his day is coming. Ey- 
ery child of God must expect to be 
hated by the world and to suffer 
tribulation und persecution (John xv, 
18-20; xvi, 33; II Tim. ili, 12), and it 
should be accepted as a gift from God 
and a special privilege (Phil. i, 29; I 
Pet. iv, 12, 18). 

Nehemiah’s reply to the first temp- 


| tation, in verse 3, is worthy of imita- 


tion. by all earnest Christian workers 


| who are asked to turn aside from that 


to which God has called them: “I am 
doing a great work, so that I cannot 
Why should the work 
cease while I leave it and come down 
to you?” It is always a wrong kind 
of coming down to leave any work 
directly for God, which He has in- 
trusted to us, to confer with worldlings 
or even to attend some kinds of com- 
mittee meetings or so called ministers’ 
meetings which do not profit. All 
coming down from any form of pride 
or self is always right and profitable, 
for our highest place is lying low at 
our Redeemer’s feet, and the Lord 
alone must be exalted, and with Him 
alone must we be occupied. 

Four times they tried in a similar 
way to entice Him, but he was enabled 
to resist them every time (verse 4). 
An old lady who endeavored to find 
something good in every one and ey- 
erything was once asked if she ever 
saw anything good in the devil. She 
thoughtfully replied, “Well, he is very 
persistent.” These enemies of Nebe- 
miah were evidently in his employ. As 
to Nehemiah, he was steadfast, unmoy- 
able, abounding in the work of the 
Lord, knowing that his labor was not 
in vain in the Lord (1 Cor. xv, 58). 
The fifth temptation was in the forin 
of an open letter by Sanballat’s sery- 
ant, in which was written a report that 
Nehemiah and the Jews thought to 
rebel and make Nehemiah king, and 
therefore they ha® built the wall and 
appointed prophets to preach that he 
was king in Jerusalem. Because these 
things would be reported to the king 
at Babylon he was invited to meet 
these friends (?) and take counsel to- 
gether about the matter, for of course 
it would grieve them to see such a 
good man as Nehemiah in any trou- 
ble. The lie factory, under the super- 
intendence of the father of lies, has 
been at work ever since the business 
started in Eden so long ago, and every 
child of God must expect to have some 
turned out for his special benefit. 
Their object at this time was to 
muke Nehemiah and the people afraid 
of being reported to the king and thus 
to weaken their hands. But Nehemiah 
had no guilt on his conscience in this 
matter*and nothing to fear. He re 
turned answer, “There are no such 
things done as thou sayest, but thou 
feignest them out of thine own heart” 
(verses 8, 9), So he trusted God to 
Strengthen his hands. Adam was 
afraid and tried to hide from God 
(Gen. iil, 10), but he was guilty. God 
does not give His people a spirit of 
fenr (II Tim. 1, 7), and our Golden Text 
should be the bold utterance of every 
believer. Even worse than these ene- 
mies of Nehemiah were the false 
prophets in the days of Jeremiah, 
who in the name of the Lord were 
prophets of the deceit of their own 
heart, speaking a vision of their own 
heurt, causing the people to err by 
their Iles and by their lightness (Jer.

AGED CLERGYMAN DIES. 


| good, rector of the Church of St. 


James the Apostle, one of the oldest 
clergymen in the Dominion, passed 
away at his residence at eight o'clock 


yesterday morning. 


He had been in very feeble health 
for some time, and during the past 
few days the end had been expected 
at any minute. 

Canon Ellegood's career was one of 
enthusiastic work in the ministry 
right up to the time of his last ill- 
ness. 

Born near Fredericton, N.B., March 
1, 1824, he received his early educa- 
tion at King’s College, where he grad- 
uated with the degree of B.A., in 1849. 

Upon his ordination, first as a deacon 
| in 1848, and as a priest in the fol- 
lowing year, he was appointed junior 
assistant at Christ Church Cathedral, 
| Montreal, 7 

His first charge was St. Ann’s 
Chapel, Griffintown, and there he re- 
mained during the year of the immi- 
grant ship fever and as a consequence 
suffered for years from the poisonous 
virus with which his system had be- 
come infected. A year later he aided 
in the fight against the pestilential 
| outbreak of cholera, which followed 
| the ship fever. 

His church was burned to the 
ground shortly after, but was rebuilt 
| hrough an appeal to the people of 
wealthier parishes and renamed St. 
Stephens. ‘ 

| i In 1864 St James the Apostle 
Church was built, and he became the 
first rector, and has since remained 
with that church. ; 

He was the oldest clergyman in the 
diocese of Montreal, and the only one 
left who saw the birth of its synod 
in 1859. He was also the oldest mili- 
tary chaplain in the British service, 
having been appointed chaplain of the 
Victoria Rifles when that regiment 
was organized over fifty years ago.

| An Egyptian Cemetery Gives Up the 
Earliest Paintings Known, 

Professor Flinders Petrie has recent- 
ly exhibited some remarkable color 
portraits which he discovered in an 
Egyptian cemetery at Fayum. The 
face of each mummified body was cov- 
ered by a portrait painted on a thin 
piece of cedar wood. ‘Che basic ma- 
terial of the paint was beeswax, which 
must have been melted to receive the 
pigment and then melted again imme- 
diately before use. ‘The colors them- 
selves are mineral, ocher and hema- 
tite, the blacks are charcoal, and the 
pinks and purples are madder. 

The cemetery dates from about the 
first century, and its occupants were 
probably Romans, Professor Petrie 
says that these are probably the ear- 
liest paintings known and that many 
of these portraits are of such individ- 
uality and strength as to challenge 
comparison withthe technique and im- 
agination of modern artists. More- 
oyer, it is to be remembered that they 
were executed at a time when the race 
was already decadent, and the still 
more ancient color work was probably 
far superior. 

The use of wax must have been at- 
tended with many difficulties through 
its tendency to harden either too slow- 
ly, which would cause the colors to 
run, or too quickly, which would clos 
| the brush. Some modern artists have 
/ attempted to use wax by way of ex- 
periment, but the results were not sat- 
| isfactory.—London Standard,

Boat In a Suit Case. 

A Parisian inventor has gone the 
limit in devising a craft for getting 
over the water which is still so light 
and compact that it can be folded up 
and packed into a box no bigger than 
an ordinary suit case. The case part 
unfolds and joins together to form 
the main framework or hull of the 
boat, which is ‘of the catamaran order. 
The two cigar shaped floats are made 
of waterproof canvas, When packed 
up they occupy little space, and when 
in use they are blown up with a bi- 
cycle pump. The framework is fas- 
tened between them by means of ribs 
and straps, and when you have fixed 
a three jointed, double bladed paddle 
together and put a folding seat in 
place you are all ready to set out on 
yYonr marine travels.—London Globe.

LIFE IN JAPAN. 


Great Uniformity of Living Among 
the Different Classes: 

A remarkable feature of the indus- 
trial and social conditions in Japan 
is the great uniformity in the manner 
of living among different classes. The 
people all live in very similar dwell- 
ings. The poor people have four 
wooden walls, and for furniture a 
few mats and blankets and a coal pot. 
The food, save in the very highest 
classes, is in the main very uniform; 
Tice and green tea, with sake as a 
stimulant. Among those who have 
not yet adopted European fashions 
even the dress is in substance the 
same throughout the middle and the 
lower classes, 

The question of the balance be- 
tween wages and the cost of living is 
the one that in the long run makes 
revolutions; it has not come into the 
open yet in Japan. Wages vary ex- 
ceedingly and no real standard can 
be given, but they are as a rule very 
small, though recent years have wit- 
nessed a steady rise. They are given 
sometimes by time, sometimes by 
piece, mostly by weird combinations 
of all possible methods. 

The weekly budget of the Japanese 
workingman is very small. His rent 
and his food cost little. His only ex- 
tras are a hot bath regularly\ every 
other day, twice a month or so a 
family trip to the theatre, a few pence 
for toys for his children and a few 
more to propitiate the deities or bribe 
the priests. 

Hours of labor are on an average 
11 a day, but frequently 12, 13, or even 
14. Attempts have been made to start 
trade unions, but never successfully. 

Insurance against old age is unne- 
cessary in Japan so long as the pres- 
ent tradition endures which makes it

Polluted Rural Wells 


At the Women’s Institute con- 
yention in Toronto, Dr. W. T. McCon- 
nel, of Queen’s Universitv, divulged 
some startling facts asto the character 
of the water supply in the course of a 
lecture on * Water Supply.” Out of 
1,000 samples of well water which he 
exumined, two-thirds were polluted; 
that is to say, the doctor added, they 
showed the presence of bacterial 
organisms from the intestinal canals 
of man or beast. In one village, the 
doctor said, he found only three wells 
that gave pure water, In other 
words over eighty per cent of the 
wells in that village are polluted. 

It is time that Ontario is waking up 
to these conditions,said thedoctor. It 
is a fact today that there is more ty- 
phoid tever in the rural communities 
than in the cities,and four-fifths of the 
typhoid is traceable to water,

Persia has found a strong friend in 
Lord Curzon of Kedleston, former 
viceroy of India, whose knowledge of 
the country ifssires respect and 
whose speeches h=ve done much to 
shake confidence i: the Government’s 
policy. 

The British Cabinc! is trying to in- 
duce Russia to abate her demands, 
but the crux of the matter is the ten- 
sion with Germany wich oyersha- 
dows all other considerations. 

England needs Russia's support in 
case of a war with Germany, and, 
therefore, she cannot afford to take 
a stand-.against her.

Indian Princess Principal In Unique 
Ceremony. 


Niagara Falls, Ont., Dee. 11.—\/i'h 
America’s greatest waterfall as tlic 
baptismal font, a little Indian privu- 
cess was christened in the natural 
tunnel under the Horseshoe Falls on 
Saturday afternoon. The christening 
was the second that has taken place 
in the tunnel, the little princess’ 
grandfather, Oghema Niagara, ‘‘Chief 
Thunderwater,”’ being the first child 
ever to be christened beneath the 
mighty flow of water. 

Although the parents of the child 
are pagans, the ceremony was _ per- 
formed by a christian minister, Rev. 
George Hares, pastor of St. Paul’s 
M. E. Church, officiating. The eleven 
months old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Louis Keokuk Palmer, Cleveland, 

hio, was given ‘the neme Mahoni- 
cee, “Morning Beauty.” Aupawchee 
kaupaw-qua, ““Woman - whose - name: 
shall-never-die,” Keokuk Palmer. The 
party including about fifteen Indians 
of the Sioux-Fox tribe, descended in- 
to the tunnel under the falls shortl 
after 4 o'clock. The little princess will 
be christened within a month accord- 
| ing to the faith of her pagan parents. 

After christening the child, the 
arty went to a point overlooking the 
Horseshoe Falls and listened to an 
address by Oghoma Niagara, Chief 
Thunderwater, whose English name is 
Henry Palmer. He declared the child 
would be taught both christian and 
pagan religions, and would be allowed 
to choose for herself which she would 
follow when she reached the age of

Emperor of China. 


Young folks who read the newspa- 
pers are awure that the people of 
China have arisen ogainst their Man- 
chu rulers aod demanded more free 
dom. In response to their demands an 
imperial edict bas been issued grant- 
ing a constitutional government, which 
means that the common people wil) 
have a part in making the laws for the 
government of the empire. Heretofore 
they have been ruled by the nobles. 

The imperial edict was ostensibly 
from the hand of the infant emperor, 
Pu Yi, or Hsuan Tung, as he is vari 
ously called. [t says in part: 

“T have reigned three years and have 
always acted conscientiously in the in- 
terests of the people. But I have not 
employed men properly, as I am with- 
out political skill. 1 have employed 
too many nobles in political positions, 
which contravenes constitutionalism.” 

The little emperor was born Feb. 11, 
1906, and will therefore be six years 
old next February—surely a very lit- 
tle boy to rule so vast a country as 
China. But he is only a nominal ruler, 
the real one being his father, Prince 
Chun, who governs under the title of 
tegent Emperor Pu Yi succeeded to 
the throne Noy. 14. 1908.

Andrew Looks For a Great Improve- 
In Canada With Her Now 
Scottish Premier — Mr. Borden 
Talks of Civil Service Reform and 
Promises Most Friendly Relations 
——Plans For Peace Celebration.

_, New York, Dec. 11.—Hon. Robert L 
Borden, Premier of Canada, and An- 
drew Carnegie, were the guests at a 
dinner at the Hotel Astor Saturday 
night, given by the executive commit- 
tee of the national committee for the 
celebration of the one-hundredth an- 
nhiversary of peace among English- 
speaking people. The celebration is 
planned to take plach™n 1914-15. Mr. 
Carnegie is chairman of the national 
committee. 

Speaking of Canada, Mr. Carnegie 
said that the greatest tribute that 
could be paid to ex-Premier Laurier 
was the fact that he, a Frenchman, 
had been able to govern the Scotch. 

“The Frenchman that can do that,” 
he said, “needs no other diploma. But 
now that Canada has a Scotch Pre- 
mier I look for a great advance in 
that country. You, in Canada, and we 
in America, have grown closer to each 
other year by year, and that should 
be the way with the whole English- 
speaking race. I never did anything 
for the republic that I did not also 
do for Canada, both in the way of 
libraries and hero funds. I never 
found a man in Canada who was in 
favor of annexation to the United 
States, but I never found a man eith- 
es who objected to Canada annexing 
the United States. 

“When we were in trouble Canada 
sent us 40,000 men. If Canada is ever 
in trouble we will send you 400,000.” 
‘Here Mr. Carnegie, grasped Premier 
Borden’s hand, and, holding it in 
his, nodded his head in emphasis of 
what he said. He added: 

“Telegraph me when you 
them. You know my address.” 

He closed by expressing a hope 
that the day would come when the 
whole world would be a brotherhood 
of man. 

Mr. Borden talked of civil service 
reform in Canada. } 

“The exrmple of the American civi! 
service system,” he said, “thas been of 
creat help to us.

The Local Option Question 


To the Editor of Tok Revinw. 

There is a great deal of time being 
Spent just now in arguing the pros 
and cons for Local Option, Some peo- 
ple consider it to be a religions ques- 
tion, others a secular, It certaiuly is 
not a religious question, except in so 
far as the promotion of a proper tone 
of temperance is a part of the teaching 
of all the churches, But for a seetion 
of any church to arrogate to itself the 
entire control of any movement is un- 
Warranted ; and more than that, such 
# method will not secure popular en- 
dorsation. To show how yaried are 
the views on this subject even among 
the Protestant section of the commun- 
ity, we read in last Monday's papers 
that at the instigation of the Minister- 
ial Association of Brockville, the Pro- 
testant clergy of the town met with 
lay representatives from each congre- 
gation to discuss the advisability of 
starting a local option campaign here 
next yeur. Some of the delegates 
forcibly questioned the prohibitive ef- 
fects of a local option law, both as re- 
gards principle and actual practice, 
and ultimately it was decided, on ac- 
count of these divergent opinions, to 
appoint a committee of members of 
the association and laymen to look in- 
to the matter and report later on to a 
big meeting, composed of church and 
secular bodies in town. 

This divergent opinion effectively 
disposes of the view that all church 
tnembers are bound to take an actiye 
Sympatby in this particular form of 
prohibition, commonly called Local 
Option, Except ina very few places 
Local Option, as far as curtailing the 
liquor supply, can be shown to have 
an opposite effect. Take the county 
of Hastings as an instance!

R. H. Pickard, droggist.—Business 
has been much better tham last year, 
Do not know of a single ¢ where 
the passing of the act bas injured us, 

Seventeen other business men spoke 
in similar terms of the measure, 

We have interviewed nearly every 
business man in town and in not u 
single instance was anything said der- 
ORAL of the working of Local 
Option, 

Opponents of Local Option will tell 
you that there is as much or more 
liquor brought into tewn now than 
there was uoder license, but no one in 
his right senses pays any attention to 
this twaddle, 

Some liquor 


does come in from 
Windsor and Essex, but some have 
paid dearly for the offence, one man 
is a fugitive from justice in the United 
States, and others will yet put up fines 
tor the privilege of breaking the law, 
if they continue their crooked ways,

The question, “Where is He that is 
born King of the Jews?” takes us back 
to the prediction of Mic. v, 2, as 
quoted in lesson verses 5, 6, and. spe- 
cially to the saying, “Out of thee 
shall come a governor that shall rule 
my people Israel” All the children 
are taught thy: He was born at Beth- 
lehem, but who ever hears anything 
about His ruling Israel or sitting on 
the throne of David? Yet that is 
what He came to do, but He has ney- 
er yet done it. As truly as He was 
born at Bethlehem He will yet reign 
oyer Israel, according to Jer. xxiii, 


sage in Luke i, 82, 83; His own word 
to His disciples in Luke xxil, 30, and 
the prophets everywhere. The Scrip- 
ture must ‘be fulfilled, and no other 
Meaning can be honestly given to 
these plain words. The yisit of these 
wise men from the east to worship 
the King of the Jews and to bring 
Him their gifts reminds us of the 
visit of the queen of Sheba and all 
the kings of the earth to Solomon and 
their great gifts to him (II Chron.

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ENGLAND IS NERVOUS: 


Fears Openly Expressed For 


King George’s Safety. 


Every Effort Was Made to Persuade 
His Majesty to Avoid Visit to In- 
dia and Friday's Rumor Is Evi- 


dence of the Anxiety In London—|‘ 


Fires In Durbar Camps Increase | 
Feeling—Royal Party Hunting. 


London, Dec. 18.—Apprehension for | 
the safety of King George in India is | 
now voiced openly in official circles. | 
The rumor of the King’s assassination | 
on Friday was the natural outcome 
of the apprehension felt in London 
and shows how keenly the nerves are 
on edge of those who realize the dan- 
ger of the crisis which would be pre- | 
cipitated if harm came to the sove- | 
reign. 

Every effort was made to persuade 
the King to abandon his visit, but he 
was obdurate in the face of evidence | 
presented to him of Indian unrest | 
which was not seeking an opportun- 
ity such as the royal presence would 
afford to demonstrate its strength. 
Those whose advice he did not heed | 
now feel justified in saying ‘I told 
you so!”’ . 

An appreciation of the danger of the 
situation is shown by Parliament in 
its present treatment of the announce- 
ment of the removal of the capital 
from Calcutta to Delhi and the re- 
adjustment of the boundaries of Ben- 
gal and Assam. It was a stroke of 
genius for the Ministry to induce the 
King to make the announcement. This 
fact in a measure stifled criticism on 
account of the desire not to reflect 
on the King-Emperor. But the main 
consideration causing the present reti- 
‘cence is that which was implied by 
Bonar Law, the leader of the Opposi- 
tion in the House of Commons, when 
he said that it would be dangerous 
to the King’s safety to agitate the 
subject while royalty is in India. The 
first bitter outburst of the Marquis 
of Lansdowne and Lord Curzon, botb 
of whom were former viceroys, were 
frowned upon in the press and else- 
where, and there is evidence that the 
would-be critics of the Indian changes 
will vemain silent until the King has 
started for England. 

While the reports that the burning 
of the durbar tents was caused ‘by 
incendiaries haye been discounten- 
anced by the ee the belief is wide- 
spread that the fires were purposely 
set as a protest against British rule, 
The Ministry will breathe a sigh of 
relief when the Indian excursion 
passes into history.

Earthquake In Mexico. 


Mexico City, Dec. 18.—Mexico was 
rocked from ocean to ocean and from 
Guanajuato on the notth to the Isth- 
mus of Tehuantepec on the south by 
an earthquake yestereday, One old 
woman was so badly injured in a 
falling hut that she may die. Mrs. 
Dora Chenoweth, wife of an American 
dentist, succumbed to heart trouble 
aggravated by the shock. 

The disturbance was most severely 
felt in the State of Guerrero, espe- 
cially in Chipancingo, the movement 
was much greater. A few flimsy 
buildings were thrown down. 

The quake caused a panic here. 
Hundreds rushed terrified to the Zo- 
eaio, where they ran aimlessly about 
or fell on their knees in prayer. 

Telegraph and telephone wires were 
snapped and for a time the city was 
without light and electric power. 

The first shock was felt at 12.40 
and continued for a few seconds more 
than two minutes. The instruments 
registered an oscillatory movement 
from southwest to northeast. Two 
slight tremors were recorded at 2.16 
and 8.13 p.m. hits

George, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Was seriously injured while leaving 
a Women’s Liberal meeting here on 
Saturday evening, at which he had 
just made an address.

Dr. Samuel Johnson wrote his only 
‘novel in a week. This is the celebrat- 
‘ed “Rasselas, Prince of Abyssinia. 
‘His mother died at Lichfield in her 
ninetieth year, and in order to de- 
fray the funeral expenses, and to 
discharge some debts which she had 
left, he sat down to write a book. It 
took him seven days to complete, and 
he sent the sheets to the press with- 
out looking them over. He was paid 
$500 for the copyright, which was 
probably ten times more than he ever 
earned in the same space of time dur- 
ing any other period of his life. The 
‘book was an instant success and im- 
‘mediately became the talk of the 
‘town. / 

Robert Burns composed his master- 
‘piece, “Tam 0° Shanter,” in one day, 
in the open air. Burns went out of 
‘the house in the morning and, not re- 
tturning, his wife joined him in the 
‘afternoon with her two children, See- 
ing ti.at he was “crooning to him- 
‘sel’ she forebore to interrupt him. 
‘but stayed in the fields at a distance. 


‘served him wildly gesticulating, and 
at times fairly leaping with joy. She 
lsaid to Allan Cunningham, the poet. 
‘after her husband's death, “I wisht ye 
had seen him, he was in such ecstasy 
tha. the tears were happing down 
his cheeks.””

Mr. Nickle, who for the past four 
years was chairmn of the Streets and 
Sidewalks Committee, stated that 
more cement sidewalks had been built 
under his superintendence than under 
that of any fannree chairman, in qual- 
ity far superior to the cement work of 
the piers of the Moira lake bridge, and 
this despite the fact that the overseer 
of the village cemeot work receives 
only $1.75 a day, while the county en- 
gineer receives $7 aday. Mr. Nickle 
particularly objected to the fact that 
the county had thought it advisable 
to import an American fo do this 
work.

He also objected to the increased 
pay of the county officials. For eXx- 
ample, while Mr.’Phompson was chair- 
man of the Finance and Property 
Committee the increased cost to the 
county in this one department was 
about $565. Of this increase Mr, 
Thompson received $244.10, 

Mr. Nickle claimed that he was en- 
titled to consideration at the hands of 
the electors from the fact that while 
he was chairman of streets and side- 
walks he got $554 from the county for 
our streets and sidewalks, the lurgest 
sum ever obtained for that purpose, 


and $154 more than Mr. Thompson 
got.

By resolution of the meeting the 
trustees first addressed the electors, 
A resume of the work done during 
their tenure of office was given and 
each candidate, after thanking the 
eléctors for past confidence, asked for 
re-election. As there were only three 
candidates for the three vacancies 
Messrs. Thompson, Hill and Whytock 
were re-elected by acclamation. 

Mr. T. Thompson, reeve during 1911, 
give an account of his stewardship as 
a member of the county council. He 
was chairman of the Finance and Pub- 
lic Property Committee. In this cap- 
acity he was instrumental in securing 
a new basis of assessment for raising 
the money to meet the expenses of the 
administration of justice. The pro- 
portion which the municipalities of 
Belleville, Trenton and the county of 
Hastings shall pay towards this pur- 
pose is determined for a period of} 
three years. During the years 1907-8- 
9 the yearly cost of the administration 
of justice was $17,500. Of this sum 
‘Trenton paid $1,200, Belleville $2,000, 


and the county $14,300. By the new 
scale of payment for which much 
credit is due Mr, Thompson, ‘frenton 
pays $2 . Belleville $4,500, and the 


county $10,850. By this new arrange- 
ment the county effects a saving of 
$3450. Mr. Thompson claims that 
there is stiil an injustice done to the 
county in the fact that the county has 
to pay for the administration of jus- 
tice ot the Indian Reserve. while this 
poriion of the county pays nothing 
towards it although about one-fifth of 
the expense is incurred through main- 
taining order there. By Mv. Thomp- 
son's suggestion a committee,ot which 
he is A member, has been named and 
will wait on the government for the 
purpose of asking it to redress this 
grievance, 

As a member of the Property Com- 
mittee Mr, Thompson claims a faiv 
share of the credit due to those who 
have been instrumental in putting the 
bridges ot the county in their present 
improved condition. — In 1910 the coun- 
ty faced a serious problem in the un- 
safe and very dangerous condition of 
its bridges with the consequent loss of 

voperty and the more serious loss of 
human life. During the season of 
1911 seven reinforced concrete bridges, 
varying in length from 18 to 40 foot 
spans, have been constructed, Not- 
withstanding the fact that these are 
very expensive bridges to construct 
and of the most perinanent character, 
yet the county vate for 1911 was less 
than $50 more than in 1910, 

The committee also had charge of 
some changes and new work in con- 
nection with the eourt-house and 
Shire Hall. This work was carried 
foutin such a way as to secure a yearly 

saving in the innnagement otf these 
institutions, and was effected at a 
cost of about $400 less than the esti- 
mated cost, | 

Turning to the question of Village 
matters Mr, Thompson said thit 
| everything was going smoothly as. re- 
gavds the electric light. He made the 
stlement that no other town in On-| 
favio had electric light as cheap. At 
first the street light were unsatisfac- 
tory, but the council had ordered some 
56 cp. tungsten lamps which will Kive 
satisfaction, 

Mr. Thompson justified his position | 
on the question of the re-opening of | 
the Madoc Model school.

This he thought yery strange as the 
sale of this property was the only item 
ont of which the municipality had 
made a profit. 

in supplying light to the consumer 
it had been the intention of the coun- 
cil not to make any profit out of it but 
to let the citizens have it at the lowest 
possible price. The reason that light 
was supplied to the houses at « less 
price than to the shops was on the 
supposition that house-users would 
not use at any one time more than 
half of their lights ; and he warned his 
hearers that if they persisted in turn- 
ing on all their lights at once and 
keeping them on it would be impos- 
sible to continue to furnish lights to 
house-users at present rates. 

Mv. Joseph Burns stated that he was 
a cindidate.

A PLEA FOR MADOC 
To the Editor of The Review : 

The burning question in Madoc to- 
day is, Local Ojtion, and how it will 
aifect our village. I imagine Madoc 
citizens are the same as all other citi- 
zens und theretore draw. my conclu- 
sions from that fact, and I fancy the 
one question before us today is wheth- 
er the License System is better than 
the blind pig. 

We have read letters from different 
parties regarding local option in dif- 
ferent villages, and I fail to see any 
one as yet say that there is not whis- 
key sold there, but all say there is not 
so much, If these writers and speak- 
ers know there is not so much, they 
must know how much there is, and if 
they know how much there is sold, 
surely they know from what source it 
is obtained, and if knowing it is ob- 
tuined from cellars, garrets and low 
dives, and they are consistent as tem- 
perance workers, why do they not 
prosecute the parties? Why are they 
so anxious to come and tell Madoc how 
good a thing this is? It reminds me 
« good deal of the Madoc temperance 
workers. 

Three years ago «we had a fight on 


this question, and a more enthusiastic 
band cenuld not be until after the fight, 
and unt about two months ago you 
would not*hear a word regarding this 


matter, Will someone tell me how 
inany temperance serinons were 
preached? How many boys or men 
were asked to sign a pledge for only 


one year? How many homes were 
visited \wheve drink was doing harm, 
and the ining pleaded with? If we are 
goin to be consistent, let us practice 
what we preach, and not in u small 
place like Madoc try to get class to op- 
pose class, 

We bave had delegations from 
Tweed and Stirling/ also letters from 
Bldorado. Did you ever before notice 
what a loving kindly interest that 
these particular places took in the wel- 
fare of Madoc? How they would 
spend time und money to get Madoc 
citizens to grow to the high standard 
of morality of which they themselves 
are. Let us look at this qfestion a 
minute, Did you ever hear of these 
particular places trying to solicit any 
business for Madoc, or am I not right 
when I say that they ill tried to get as 
much business away from our town as 
they could? One writer quotes *‘ that 
cursed is he that putteth the bottle to 
his brother's lips.” Let me tell you 
that you do not have to put a bottle of 
whiskey to your brother's or sister's 
lips to get the full meaning of this. 
Just sit down and consider how many 
different mays thiscan he done, and 
let me say that the license system is 
vot the biggest curse in the world, as 
you all know. 

But vow let us consider how will 
local option affect Madoc, for when it 
affects Madoc it affects the ratepayer, 
and he is the voter. You ent off the 
two hotels in Madoc and lose in taxes 
$490. Add for licenses $300, and $100 
for light, and in round numbers you 
have $900 to make up, which on your 
village assessment would mean a little 
better than 2 mills on the dollar. 
Have any of these committees told 
you whether the taxes ave raised in 
Stirling or Tweed? Never mind Stic- 
ling and Tweed; look after our own 
pocket, 

One Mr. John Muidens has told you 
that the accommodation in the local 
option districts is better. Do you 
know that to be true? If it is true 
then why do onr greatest temperance 
men of Madoc stop at the hotels that 
are not maintained by the temperance’ 
people. “ 

Mr. John Woods, a man whom you 
all know, and who visits these places 
weekly, tells me the hotels are not 
whut they used to be, and also boys 
16 ov 17 years old, who never could get 
in a hotel bar, can now get whiskey to 
driuk. So this is the better accommo- 
dation, as some see it! Madoc citi- 
zens have always been able to manage 
their own village, and as far as morals 
are concerned will compare favorably 
with any of our neighboring villages, 
who are so anxions to have Madoc on 
the same basis as themselves. These 
resolutions and committees smell a 
good deal to me like trying to force 
this local option on Madoc. Well, we 
will on ‘New Year's day who does 


the bnsiness for the village. I think 
it, will be the yoter of the Village of 
Madoc. 

And nowin conclusion just let me 
add: Look after the welfare of our 
boys, and also of our town: always 
keeping in mind that a boy cannot get 
in a bar-room, but he can in a cellar or 
other hiding place where whiskey is 
sold, because the men who run such 
dives are law-breakers, and stop at 
nothing. We all know that the whole 
country envies Madoc, not because we 
sell whiskey, bnt beenuse we have 
common sense enough to mind our 
own business and look after the wel- 
fare of our custonfers, Vote against 
local option and saye our boys and 
town.

The Russian consul-general has sent 
fo headquarters a request for rein- 
forcements in view of the danger to 
Russian subjects and Russian pro- 
perty in the city. 

The Russians Cossacks at Resht, 
which is 16 miles northwest of Enzell, 
on the Caspian Sea, drove the Per- 
sians out of their position after con- 
siderable fighting. tt was found that 
the Persians were armed with Rus- 
sign rifles. ‘ 

‘+ According to the despatches receiy- 
‘ed here, both at Tabriz and Resht, 
the fighting was opened by an attack 
on the Russians from a Persian am- 
buscade. 


ot London Approves. 


London, Dec. 24.—The London morn- 
ing newspapers generally consider that 
Persia in acquiescing in the Russian 
ultimatum acted wisely and averted 
‘thereby Russian occupation of Teh- 
eran,

Disagree on Reply. 
{ Teheran, Dec. 23,—The commission 
appointed by the National Council to

last night, but it is reported that its 
members were unable to agree on the 
wording of the Cabinet’s draft of a 
Teply to Russia. 
; it is stated in Russian official cir- 
cles that while the Russian Govern- 
ment is sincerely desirous for an ear- 
Ty withdrawal of its troops in Per- 
sia, it will be unable to pledge an 
evacuation immediately. Persia com- 
‘plies with the terms of the ultima- 
tum. Speculation is rife whether the 
cabinet will act without sanction. On 
its failure to do so the commission 
would assume dictatorial power.

Ottawa, Dec. 23.—Accor ‘ing to in- 
formation received in Ottawa yester- 
day through the English mail, Pre- 
tmier Borden will be Sir Robert Borden 
after the distribution of New Year 
honors.

Washington's Historic Landmark te Be 


Protected From Vandals, 
Braddock's rock, one of the historic 
landmarks of Washington. is to be 
Preserved and protected ‘Against the 
Yandal souvenir hunter, says the Bal- 
Umore American. Many years ago 
the Society of Colonial Dames placed 
4 descriptive tablet on the stone and 
inclosed the area with a low iron 
fence, but visitors and local vandals 
defaced the tablet, carried off parts of 
the stone and finally began taking 
“away portions of the fence until there 
wus danger of the ultimate disappear- 
atuve of the rock. 

Graddock’s rock \s located on the 
Yanks of the Potomac river, nearly 
wildway between Twenty-fourth and 
‘Twenty-fifth streets, It is south of 
the Naval Medical School hospital, on 
the Mne of Upper Water street, just 
north of R street. Originally it stood 
high above the level of the ground, 
but oow it lies in 4 hole in the ground 
about six treet below the level of the 
surrounding territory in a mass of 
weeds. The rock gets its name from 
the fact that it marks the landing 
nlace of the British and colonial troops 
auder General Braddock on their {il 
fated march in 1755 from Alexandria 
through the District of Columbia. 
Maryland and Pennsylyania to Fort a 
Duquesne (now Pittsburg), where the 

British were annihilated by the French _ 
troops and their {ndian allies. Gen- 
eral George Washington, then a colo- Z 
nel of the Virginia troops, accompa. _ 
nied General Braddock, and it was 
because the British veteran contemp- 
tuously disregarded the advice of the 

young colonial officer that the expedi- 
tion ended in complete disaster. :

Compare I 
Pet. il, 9; John xvii, 23; Tit. il, 14, re 
yised yersion. The return of verse 18 
is that which is more fully described 
in chapter iv and referred to in Matt. 
xxv, 81; Col. ill, 4; If Thess. 1, 7-10; 
Rey. xix, 11; Ps. }, 1-6. It is the com- 
ing of Christ with His saints of Zech. 
xiv, 5; I Thess. ili, 18, and the former 
passages just quoted when with His 
redeemed ones He will execute His 
judgments on the ungodly and show 
mercy to His land and His people. It 
will be the day of vengeance upon His 
enemies and the time of redemption 
for Israel (Isa, xxxiv, 8; xxxv, 4; Ixill, 
4), When He shall come as the Sun 
of Righteousness (xly, 2) then shall the 
righteous shine forth as the sun (Matt. 
xill, 4) and as the brightness of the 
firmament (Dan. xii, 3). There will be, 
however, an event to precede that 
which is not mentioned in the Old 
‘Testament, the first stage of His re- 
turn, His welcome to His elect church 
out of all nations in the air when He 
shall be to them as the morning star, 
which is always seen before the sun 
rising (Rey. xxii, 16; il, 26-28).

The hides fetch ready-money, says 
the Travel Magazine. So do the wool 
and the blankets. And the Navajos 
are the finest silversmiths in America. 

Formerly they obtained their supply 
of raw silver bullion from the Span- 
jards, but today they melt and ham- 
mer down United States currency into 
butterfly brooches and snake bracelets 
and leather belts with the fifty cent 
coins changed into flower blossoms, 
with a turquoise center. Ten cent 
pieces and quarters are transformed 
into necklaces of silver beads or but- 
tons for shirts and moccasins. « 

If you buy these things in the big 
western cities they are as costly as 
Chinese or Hindu silver, but on the 
reserve there is a very simple way 
of computing the value. Tirst take 
the value of the coin from which the 
silver ornament is made. Add a dol- 
lar for the silversmith’s labor and 
also add whatever the value of the 
turquoise happens to be and you haye 
the price for which true Navajo silver 
work can be bought out on the reserve.
